Bishop  of  BYU  Stake  11th 
Ward  and  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  History  and  Phil- 
osophy of  Religion,  Truman 
Madsen,  has  been  called  to  be 
president  of  the  New  England 
Mission. 

BISHOP  MADSEN  plans  to 

leave  Provo  Sept.  15  to  replace 
President  John  E.  Carr,  who  has 
been  president  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Mission  for  three  years. 

Headquarters  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Mission  are  at  Longfellow 
Park  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  They 
are  across  the  street  from  Hen- 
ry Wadsworfh  Longfellow’s 
home  and  four  blocks  from 
Harvard  University,  according 
to  Bishop  Madsen. 

Prof.  Madsen  was  a mission- 
ary in  the  New  England  Mission 
and  district  president  in  Nova 
Scotia.  He  was  second  counselor 
in  the  Ensign  Ward  Sunday 
School  in  Salt  Lake  and  second 
counselor  in  the  Ensign  Stake 
Genealogical  Committee. 

AS  EXECUTIVE  assistant  on 
Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake 
City  for  the  summers  of  four 
years.  Bishop  Madsen  was  in 
charge  of  the  guide  service  and 
tourist  activities  on  the  grounds. 

The  new  mission  president 
was  at  on.e  time  second  counsel- 
or in  the  Atlantic  District  Pres- 
idency. A new  stake  was  organ- 
ized there  in  May,  Bishop  Mad- 
sen said,  fulfilling  a prediction 
made  by  Joseph  Smith  in  1844 
that  a stake  would  be  organized 
there  sometime  in  the  future. 

Bishop  Madsen  received  the 
BS  and  MS  from  the  University 
of  Utah  in  1950  and  1951.

Sensitive,  rich  voice 
but  blunders  interfere

Last  evening  on  campus  in  the  Smith  Auditorium  scores 
of  musical  devotees  gathered  to  hear  nationally  reputed  ten- 
or David  Poleri  present  a program  of  art  songs  and  opera 
arias.  This  he  did  in  spite  of  the  countless  disrupting  in- 
trusions which  he  permitted  himself  in  the  guise  of  mem- 
ory lapses,  faulty  stage  deportment,  faulty  intonation,  and 
unnecessary  commentary  upon  the  literature  to  be  per- 
formed. 

WHEN  UNHAMPERED  by  any  of  these  self-imposed 
blunders,  his  sensitive,  rich  voice  was  capable  of  evoking 
aesthetic  rapport  from  his  most  polite  and  patient  audience. 
Their  civility  was  exceeded  only  by  the  superb  musicianship 
and  restraint  of  accompanist  Carl  Fuerstner  who  repeatedly 
saved  the  entire  performance  from  complete  disaster 
through  timely  cues  and  artistic  deletions. 

Mr.  Poleri’s  broad,  gesticulative  style  of  presentation 
often  distracted  from,  rather  than  added  to,  the  message  of 
the  selection  being  performed,  howbeit,  the  gestures  were 
executed  with  authority  and  decisiveness.  But  again,  his  ner- 
vous movement,  both  in  front  of  and  behind  the  piano,  was 
disconcerting  to  the  eye  of  the  listener  and  made  coordina- 
tion with  his  accompanist,  the  indomitable  Mr.  Fuerstner, 
more  difficult,  and  at  times,  even  impossible. 

Although  not  entirely  free  from  the  discomfort  of  ob- 
vious mistakes,  the  second  part  of  Mr.  Poleri’s  presentation 
was  generally  less  embarrassing  and  more  enjoyable  for 
both  him  and  his  audience.  How  truly  unfortunate  that  the 
same  care  afforded  a few  of  the  later  songs  could  not  have 
been  the  happy  province  of  the  entire  concert..

Since  married  students  make 
up  only  18  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody,  five  single  students  to 
each  one  married  student  are 
clamoring  for  housing. 

THE  GREATER  need  for 
housing  for  single  students,  es- 
pecially women,!  provoked  the 
decision  of  the  housing  office  to 
open  up  seven  of  the  eleven 
buildings  of  the  new  married 
student  housing  project  schedul- 
ed for  completion  in  the  fall  to 
452  single  girl  students. 

Housing  Director  Fred  Sch- 
wendimann  explained  that  in 
spite  of  the' decision  to  use  part 
of  the  new  Wymount  Terrace 
Apartments  for  girls,  those  girls 
who  applied  for  on-campus 
housing  after  May  will  be  dis- 
appointed. 

MR.  SCHWENDIMANN  ex- 
plained that  Wymount  and  Wy- 
view  tenants  will  have  first  op- 
portunity to  move  into  the  at 
least  84  apartments,  four  build- 
ings, which  will  be  ready  for 
married  students  in  the  fall. 
Other  married  students  will  be 
placed  in  the  order  of  repeipt  of 
applications. 

The  number  of  married  stu- 
dents who  want  to  live  in  the 
Wymount  Terrace  Apartments 
in  the  fall  will  probably  not  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  spaces  avail- 
able, said  Mr.  Schwendimann 
because  most  Wymount  and  Wy- 
view  dwellers  will  probably  not 
want  to  leave  their  cheaper  res-

WHEN  WYMOUNT  Village  is 
torn  down  next  summer  to  make 
way  for  further  campus  develop- 
ment, the  occupants  at  that  time 
will  be  able  to  transfer  to  the 
new  housing  if  they  wish,  Mr. 
Schwendimann  said. 

When  completed  Wymount 
Terrace  will  include  28  buildings 
—24  three-story  residence  build- 
ings, three  laundry  buildings  and 
an  administration  building.  A 
complex  of  four  buildings  is  be- 
ing constructed  around  a play 
area  for  children.  Swings,  sand- 
boxes and  various  other  play 
things  will  be  provided  for  the 
small  children.  The  entire  group 
of  buildings  is  being  constructed 
around  a central  recreation  area 
for  adults.  It  will  include  a soft- 
volleyball  facilities.  A car  wash 
area  will  also  be  provided. 

COUPLES  WILL  have  a 
choice  of  four  types  of  apart- 
ments: One  bedroom  apartments 
or  one  bedroom  units  with  study 
will  be  for  couples  without  chil- 
dren and  in  which  there  is  no 
present  pregnancy.  Two  bed- 
room apartments  will  be  for 
families  with  one  »to  four  chil- 
dren or  those  who  are  expecting 
their  first  child.  Three  bedroom 
units  will  be  for  families  with 
four  to  six  children. 

Each  apartment  will  have  a 
kitchen,  a front  room  with  a 
dining  area,  a bedroom  or  bed- 
rooms, a bath  room  with  a tub- 
shower  combination  and  its  own 
balcony. 

EACH  UNIT  IS  furnished  with 
a gas  range  and  electric  stove 
and  has  its  own  thermostatical- 
ly controlled  furnace.  Otherwise 
the  apartments  will  rent  as  un- 
furnished units.  However,  other 
furnishings  will  be  available  on 
a piece-rental  basis  from  the 
university. 

Rental  rates  for  the  various 
apartment  types  in  Wymount 
Terrace  are  as  follows:  one  bed- 
room units,  $57.50;  one  bedroom 
units  with  study,  $61.50;  two 
bedroom  units,  $67.50;  and  three 


bedroom  units,  $76.50.  Prices 
elude  all  utilities  except  gas,  eJ] 
ectricity  and  telephones.  Te„ 
ants  will  remit  payments  f«i 
these  services  directly  to  thi 
utilities  company  providing  th6: 
service. 

Mr.  Schwendimann  said  even 
though  the  rates  may  seem  high 
by  comparison  the  U of  U m 
USU  charge  about  the  same  fof 
married  students’  housing  and 
Stanford’s  rates  run  $84  to  $1^
